EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 


Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Committee 
United  Methodist  Women 
(Amended  9/79) 

United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have 
elected  leaders  vi/ho  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background,  and  status  of 
employment.  To  make  this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference  Administration  and  Membership 
Development  is  approved  annually  to  provide  expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leader- 
ship positions.  The  following  guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference 
Budget)  seek  to  expand  the  concept  of  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be  filled  out 
in  full  when  applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  conference  president,  secretary, 
or  treasurer.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings  should  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of  that  meeting, 
if  possible,  or  no  later  than  the  next  week. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  ail  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well,  if  someone 
cares  to  donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be  covered  under  these  guidelines, 
s/he  is  asked  to  submit  those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check  (or  refund  part  of  it) 
directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

The  conference  officer  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room,  meal,  and  travel  expenses 
and  then  turn  that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If  this  arrangement  causes  personal  hard- 
ship, a cash  advance  to  cover  expected  costs  may  be  requested  from  the  conference 
treasurer. 

Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  “official 
participation”  of  conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  pains  for  financial 
arrangements  not  delineated  herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign 
for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  TRAVEL  EXPENSES 

1 . Mileage  shall  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  of  13  cents  a mile.  Whenever  possible,  members 
from  the  same  district  or  area  should  form  a carpool— to  be  coordinated  by  district 
presidents. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10  per  person  per  day. 

3.  Meals  for  any  24-hour  period  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  of  $10  per  day  (to  be  divided 
between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that  last  less  than  one  day  will  be 
reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.00  for  breakfast,  $4.00  for  lunch,  and  $4.00  for  supper. 

B.  OFFICER  RESOURCES 

Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job  (such  as  Service 
Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the  property  of  the  Conference 
organization.  Most  of  this  material  should  be  maintained  in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass 
on  to  successors.  Utmost  care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate 
materials  which  cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  OPERATING  EXPENSES 

Postage,  office  supplies,  mimeographing  charges,  long-distance  telephone  charges, 
and  other  miscellneous  charges  are  allowable.  The  use  of  professional  secretarial  services 
and  large  numbers  of  Xerox-type  copies  are  discouraged.

I.  Duties  and  Functions 

A.  To  provide  each  member  of  the  Committee  a “digest”  of  the  duties  and  functions  of 
the  Committee  as  stated  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  Booklet  on  B-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  giving  special  emphasis  to  those  parts  that  are  mandatory. 

B.  To  amend  the  By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  as  follows: 

1.  Article  Iv,  Section  4,  p.  15,  La.  Conf.  By-Laws  and  Standing  Rules  by  providing  that: 

a.  The  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  be  a member  in  the  2nd  or 
3rd  year  of  service  on  the  committee,  (an  addition) 

b.  At  least  four  (4)  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  shall  have  served  in 
a district  and/or  conference  office. 

2.  Standing  Rule  #4,  under  “Other  Leadership,”  p.  28,  La.  Conf.  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  by  providing  that: 

a.  A Committee  member  may  not  miss  more  than  two  (2)  consecutive  meetings  of 
the  Committee  without  a valid  excuse  to  the  chairperson. 

b.  An  unexcused  absence  which  persists  longer  than  one  year  shall  be  considered 
as  a request  for  replacement. 

C.  District  Executive  Committee  study  the  Conference  Standing  Rules  and  District  By- 
Laws  relating  to  District  Committee  on  Nomination  in  order  to  adopt  appropriate 
measures  where  permissive  legislation  is  indicated. 

II.  Training 

A.  To  continue  training  of  Conference  Committee  on  Nomination  and  District  Chair- 
persons at  the  District  Elected  Leaders  Training. 

B.  To  provide  expenses  for  attendance  and  training  of  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nomination  at  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

C.  To  plan  a Pilot  Orientation  Experience  for  the  newly  elected  Conference  Elected 
Leaders  and  all  members  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nomination,  to  be  held 
within  two  (2)  weeks  following  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Orientation  to  be  led  by  the 
Conference  President,  Vice-President  and  Treasurer,  who  served  the  previous  year. 

D.  To  provide,  at  Conference  expense,  copies  of  “Effective  Leadership  in  Small  Groups,” 
by  Nathan  W.  Turner,  $2.50  each,  for  each  member  of  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nomination.  Urge  the  members  to  study  the  book  prior  to  the  first  committee  meeting 
in  order  to  make  practical  application  of  the  principles  discussed  in  the  book  to  the 
book  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination. 

III.  Talent  Bank  and  Tenure 

A.  To  establish  a Talent  Bank  and  to  update  it  on  an  annual  basis.  Records  should  be 
kept  for  a minimum  of  five  (5)  years. 

B.  To  provide  two  (2)  forms: 

1.  One  form  to  be  filled  in  by  person  recommending  nominee.  (See  District  Handbook, 
pp.  28-29.) 

2.  One  form  to  be  filled  in  by  the  nominee. 

C.  To  make  the  initial  contact  with  the  prospective  nominee  by  letter  which  will  include: 

1.  The  form  as  suggested  in  III,  B,  2,  above. 

2.  The  name  and  address  of  the  committee  chairperson. 

3.  The  date  by  which  response  is  needed. 

4.  The  willingness  of  the  prospective  nominee  to  serve  now  or  at  a later  date.

5.  This  first  contact  does  not  constitute  a decision  to  place  the  person’s  name  in 
nomination  (if  she  approves). 

6.  The  assurance  of  a follow-up-communication  after  the  response  from  nominee  is 
received. 

7.  To  add  any  other  pertinent  information. 

D.  Tenure 

1.  To  urge  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  to  study  the  rules  on 
tenure,  their  importance  and  why  the  rules  were  established. 

2.  To  establish  a Tenure  Record  System  with  periodic  updating. 

IV.  Integrity  of  Committee 

A.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  is  accountable  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  does 
not  establish  its  own  policies. 

B.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  should  function  as  a group  seeking  to  develop  a 
spirit  of  community,  practicing  confidentiality  and  arriving  at  a consensus  of  opinion 
before  approaching  prospective  nominees.  When  more  than  one  person  is  being 
considered  for  a specific  office,  only  one  Invitation  at  a time  shall  be  extended. 

C.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  should  be  sufficiently  informed  about  officers 
responsibilities  to  be  able  to  answer  questions,  provide  sources  for  additional 
information,  using  Handbooks  and  "job  descriptions.” 

D.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  is  encouraged  to  confer  with  the  Conference  or  District 
President  regarding  the  needs  of  the  organization  and  the  special  leadership  skills 
needed  at  a particular  time  and  the  procedure  for  making  the  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

Mrs.  Dameron  offered  her  services  to  pull  the  duties  and  functions  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  together  for  the  digest. 

Task  Group  for  Implementation  of  Charter  on  Racial  Policies:  Reported  by  E.  Mae  Calvin, 
Chairperson.  The  following  recommendations  were  presented  and  approved. 

#6  from  Charter.  The  distribution  of  United  Nations  covenants  on  Human  Rights  through 
District  Coordinators  of  Christian  Global  Concerns  to  local  unites  (by  September  1979) 
Implemented  by  Conference  Coordinator  of  Christian  Global  Concerns. 

2.  #4  from  Charter  - includes  recommendation  previously  accepted  by  Conf.  Executive 
Committee:  (a)  To  foMow-up  emphasis  at  School  of  Christian  Mission  with  an  on-going 
emphasis  at  Conf./District  Annual  Meetings.  (At  School  of  Christian  Mission  1979  a special 
emphasis  will  be  presented  to  study,  understand  and  appreciate  the  historical  and  cultural 
contributions  of  the  races  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  This  emphasis  will  become  a part  of 
the  total  program  including  worship,  music  and  the  various  facets  of  the  arts.) 

(b).  Recommend  an  on-going  em  phasis  to  Conf.  Annual  Meeting  Task  Group— to  be 
implemented  Mission  Coord,  of  Christian  Personhood.

4.  Request  the  endorsement  and  support  of  Charter  by  Conference  Board  of  Global 
Ministries,  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  (Jan.  1979)  to  be 
implemented  by  Mission  Coordinator  of  Christian  Social  Involvement  and  Conference 
President. 
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5.  Promote  and  Support  Events  sponsred  by  Ethnic  Minority,  Local  Church  Committee 
of  Annual  Conference. 

March  1979  ■ Consultation  on  Racism  (Rev.  Nathan  Daniels) 

Fall  1979  Conference  - Wide  Program  of  Lay-Training  and  Leadership  Development  in 
Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church  (Rev.  George  Calvin)  to  be  implemented  by  Coordinator  of 
Supportive  Community. 

6.  Request  permission  for  additional  meeting  to  plan  and  evaluate  as  task  group  deems 
necessary. 

Film  and  Slides  - Mrs.  Hoffpauir  showed  a film  strip  and  Mrs.  Eggerton  showed  some  slides 
of  the  1978  Assembly,  held  in  Louisville,  Ky. 

Saturday,  February  10, 1979 

The  meeting  reconvened  at  8:30  a.m.  Mrs.  Milo  gave  the  opening  worship.  Mrs.  Luther  Rone 
and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Stinson  were  present  on  Saturday. 

Finance  Report:  Mrs.  Hoffpauir  gave  the  following  recommendations  from  the  finance 
committee:  They  were  all  approved. 

1.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Membership  requests  approval  to  add  the  nine 
district  Mission  Coordinators  for  Supportive  Community  to  its  membership  during  1979-80  to 
strengthen  the  committee  for  a planned  Membership  Emphasis. 

2.  The  Task  Group  to  Strengthen  Conference  and  District  Committees  on  Nomination 
refers  the  following  recommendations  through  the  Comm,  on  Finance  for  funding  approval: 

A.  To  continue  training  of  Conference  Committee  on  Nomination  and  District 
Chairpersons  at  the  District  Elected  Leaders  Training. 

B.  To  provide  expenses  for  attendance  and  training  of  the  Conference  Committee 
on  Nomination  at  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

C.  To  plan  a Pilot  Orientation  Experience  for  the  newly  elected  Nomination,  to  be  held 
within  two  (2)  weeks  following  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Orientation  to  be  led  by 
the  Conference  President,  Vice  President,  and  Treasurer,  who  served  the  previous 
year. 

D.  To  provide,  at  Conference  expense,  copies  of  “Effective  Leadership  in  Small 
Groups,”  by  Nathan  W.  Turner,  $2.50  each,  for  each  member  of  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Nomination.  Urge  the  members  to  study  and  use  the  book  at  the 
frist  Committee  Meeting.  In  order  to  make  partical  application  of  the  principles 
discussed  in  the  book  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

Recommendations  from  the  Finance  Committee: 

3.  The  Annual  Meeting  Program  Committee  recommends  approval  of  calling  a one-day 
meeting  tentatively  scheduled  in  Bunkie  on  March  31  of  all  Conference  and  District  Mission 
Coordinators  to  further  plans  for  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting.  Rather  than  involve 
districts  through  their  district  president  (as  has  been  the  pattern  the  last  few  years),  the 
Conference  and  district  Mission  Coordinators  will  work  out  ways  of  presenting  an  expanded 
view  of  their  emphases  as  well  as  resources  available.  Overall  coordinator  for  this  project  is 
Conference  Vice  President,  Helen  Brock. 

4.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  a plan  be  devised  that,  beginning  in  1980,  will 
make  available  to  each  district  a Member  of  the  Conference  Executive  once  each  year.  We 
suggest  that  the  plan  be  designed  similarly  to  the  Women’s  Division  plan  for  conferences.  It 
would  attempt  to  provide  conference  leadership  for  the  on-going  program  of  the  District. 
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The  request  should  be  made  after  a careful  planning  of  goals  and  programs  for  the  year  and 
should  be  signed  by  the  District  President.  The  District  should  make  contact  directly  with 
the  person  desired,  clearing  the  date  with  that  person  and  then  indicating  this  in  writing  to 
the  Conference  President.  The  Conference  would  pay  travel  to  and  from  the  place  of  the 
district  meeting.  The  District  would  be  responsible  for  room  and  board  and  any  extra  “in 
district”  travel.  No  honoraria  should  be  paid  conference  officers. 

5.  The  Conference  President  shall  be  allowed  to  present  a $25.00  Special  Membership 
each  year  during  her  report  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  recipient  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Conference  Administrative  Committee. 

6.  In  keeping  with  the  policy  to  pay  expenses  for  those  who  assume  positions  of 
leadership  in  Louisiana  Conference  UMW  events,  the  Task  Group  Retreat  Committee  and  the 
Committee  on  Finance  recommends  that  the  Registration  fee  (including  room,  board, 
insurance,  preparatory  booklets,  etc.)  and  travel  be  paid  for  the  16  Retreat  Task  Group 
members. 

Task  Group  Annual  Meeting  Program:  Mrs.  Blakeman,  Chairperson  asked  for  money  to  put 
on  a special  program  at  the  Annual  Meeting  Friday  night. 

Mrs.  Evans  moved  that  the  Task  Group  be  allowed  up  to  $2,000.  for  this  special  program. 
Mrs.  Brock  seconded  it.  Motion  passed. 

Expense  Guidelines:  The  following  Guidelines  for  the  Conference  Executive  Committee 
were  recommended  and  approved. 

United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have 
elected  leaders  who  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background,  and  status  of 
employment.  To  make  this  possible,  a budget  for  Conference  Administration  and  Member- 
ship Development  is  approved  annually  to  provide  expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in 
leadership  positions.  The  following  guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference 
Budget(  seek  to  expand  the  concept  of  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be  filled  out 
in  full  when  applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  conference  president, 
secretary,  or  treasurer.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings  should  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of 
that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  no  later  than  the  next  week.  Receipts  should  accompany 
expense  vouchers  whenever  possible.  No  reimbursement  for  more  than  actual  expense 
incurred  shall  be  made. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well.  If  some- 
one cares  to  donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be  covered  under  these 
guidelines,  s/he  is  asked  to  submit  those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check  (or  refund  part 
of  it)  directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

The  conference  officer  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room,  meal,  and  travel  expenses 
and  then  turn  that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If  this  arrangement  causes  personal  hardship, 
a cash  advance  to  cover  expected  costs  may  be  requested  directly  from  the  conference 
tr©3sur©r 

Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  “official 
participating”  of  conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  plans  for  financial 
arrangements  not  delineated  herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign 
for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted:

Whenever  possible,  members 
should  form  a carpool — to  be  cordinated  by  district 
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2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10.00  per  person  per  day. 

3.  Meals  for  any  24-hour  period  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  of  $9.00  per  day.  Meals  for 
events  that  last  less  than  one  day  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  of  up  to  $2.00  for 
breakfast,  $3.50  for  lunch,  and  $3.50  for  supper. 

B.  OFFICER  RESOURCES 

Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job  (such  as  Service 
Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the  property  of  the  Conference 
organization.  Most  of  this  material  should  be  maintained  in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass 
on  to  successors.  Utmost  care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate 
materials  which  cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  OPERATING  EXPENSES 

Postage,  office  supplies,  mimeographing  charges,  long-distance  telephone  charges,  and 
other  miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  The  use  of  professional  secretarial  services 
and  large  numbers  of  Xerox-type  copies  are  discouraged. 

Historian:  Mrs.  Stinson  reported  that  the  Task  Group  had  completed  its  work  at  the  Archieves 
at  Centenary  and  Dillard  Colleges.  Material  that  needs  to  go  into  the  Archieves  file  should  go 
to  Mrs.  Fern  Christensen  or  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron. 

Program  Committee:  Mrs.  Brock,  Vice  President  gave  the  following  recommendations  from 
the  program  committee; 

1.  We  recommend  that  districts  of  U.M.W.  promote  further  study  of  the  Law  of  the  Sea 
and  inform  Local  congregations  through  the  District  Organization  of  U.M.W.  and  the 
District  Council  on  Ministries.  In  addition  to  study,  we  recommend  endorsement  and  support 
of  the  Law  of  the  Sea,  following  through  with  action. 

2.  We  recommend  that  for  the  membership  emphasis  1979-1980  the  Conference 
Membership  Committee  be  enlarged  to  include  the  nine  District  Mission  Coordinators  for 
Supportive  Community. 

3.  We  recommend  that  a Task  Group  on  Child  Advocacy  be  appointed  and  that  the 
Task  Group  give  special  emphasis  to  the  International  Year  of  the  Child  concern  during  1979. 
Those  recommended  to  the  Task  Group  are:  Mary  Adele  Compton,  Chairperson,  Johnnye 
Butler,  Erma  Green  Jackson,  Ruth  Carter,  Marion  Eggerton  and  others  to  be  appointed.

4.  We  recommend  that  a Task  Group  on  U.M.W.  Image  be  appointed  to  give  special 
attention  immediately  to  a display  for  Annual  Conference  and  for  attention  later  to  the 
upgrading  of  our  image.  Those  recommended  to  the  Task  Group  are:  Amy  Ward,  Chairperson, 
Helen  Brock,  Johnnye  Butler,  Gloria  Chapman,  Margaret  Bryan,  Janet  Hoffpauir,  and  Nancy 
Carruth. 

5.  We  recommend  that  by  the  time  of  each  Annual  Meeting  of  Conference,  beginning 
1980,  at  least  ten  percent  of  the  members  of  fifteen  Local  Units  of  the  Conference  U.M.W. 
will  have  participated  in  the  Reading  Program  by  reading  and  discussing  four  books  during 
the  year,  one  from  each  category,  in  addition  to  the  regular  reading  of  “Response”.  We 
further  recommend  that  the  Units  achieving  this  goal  be  presented  a “Certificate  of  Recogni- 
tion” at  the  Annual  Meeting  1980.  We  also  recommend  that  Secretaries  of  Program  Resources 
and  Mission  Coordinators  for  Christian  Personhood  jointly  promote  the  Reading  Program. 

6.  We  recommend  that  communications  be  a major  emphasis  at  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training  October  26-27,  1979,  as  a first  step  in  implementing  the  Conference  goal  of  February 
11,  1978  to  have  a Communications-Interpretation  Learning  Experience  in  the  fall  of  1979. 

All  recommendations  were  approved.

A Spring  meeting  will  be  March  9-11th 
to  finalize  the  school. 

Task  Group  on  Annual  Meeting  Program:  Mrs.  Gardner,  chairperson  reported  the  committee 
had  met  and  great  plans  were  under  way.  We  will  be  celebrating  our  100  years  birthday.  Mrs. 
C.  Jarrett  Gray,  President  of  the  Women’s  Division  will  be  the  speaker.  The  theme  is  “A 
Century  of  Commitment  — “Go  Ye  Therefore.” 

Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission:  Mrs.  Carruth,  Dean,  reported  the  school  would  be 
held  at  Centenary  College,  July  17-22.

Committee  on  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Standing  Rules:  Mrs.  Dameron,  chairperson  gave 
the  following  recommendations  and  the  committee  approved  them.

“The  title  of  an  associate  treasurer  shall  be  Associate  Treasurer  for  Financial 
Interpretation,  and  her  duties  shall  be  limited  to  financial  interpretation  and  promotion. 

When  this  office  is  created,  a job  description  shall  be  written  and  given  to  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Nominations.  (See  Manual  for  Treasurers,  pgs.  36-38,  for 
suggestions).  An  Associate  Treasurer  for  Financial  Interpretation  shall  be  a member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  Committee  on  Program. 

Standing  Rules:  The  Committee  recommends  the  following  changes: 

1.  That  Standing  Rule  No.  3,  under  Funds  (La.  Book,  pgs.  24-25)  be  amended  by  adding 
a new  section  “d",  to  read:  Expenses  for  meetings  of  a Task  Group  shall  follow 
provisions  as  outlines  in  a,b,c  (above).” 

2.  That  Standing  Rule  No.  1,  under  Other  Leadership  (La.  Book.  pg.  27)  be  amended  by 
deleting  the  following  phrase  in  the  last  sentence:  “shall  serve  for  two  (2)  years  and”. 
The  sentence  will  then  read:  “The  Historian  shall  be  a member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  with  vote.” 

3.  That  a new  Par.  be  added  to  Standing  Rule  No.  1,  under  Other  Leadership  to  read: 
A Committee  on  History,  composed  of  the  Historian  and  two  other  persons  may  be 
appointed,  by  the  president  as  needed. 

4.  That  Standing  Rule,  No.  2,  under  Other  Leadership  be  deleted,  and  the  following  new 
Rule  No.  2 substituted:  “After  evaluating  the  financial  needs  of  the  conference 
organization,  the  Committee  on  Finance  may  recommend  the  creation  of  the  office  of 
associate  treasurer.  An  associate  treasurer  shall  be  called  Associate  Treasurer  for 
Financial  Interpretation,  and  her  duties  shall  be  limited  to  financial  promotion  and 
interpretation.  A job  description  shall  be  written  and  given  to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations.” 

5.  That  a new  Standing  Rule  No.  5,  under  Other  Leadership  be  added  to  read: 

“The  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women  shall 
be  invited  to  become  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  United  Methodist 
Women,  with  vote,  if  she  is  not  already  a member.” 

Status  and  Role  of  Women:  Mrs.  Palazzo  reported  on  the  Regional  Training  Event  held  in 
Denver,  Colo.,  February  2-4th. 

Mrs.  Ward,  Conference  UMW  President,  Mrs.  Palazzo,  Cosrow,  and  John  and  Carole 
Cotton  Winn  resource  persons  attended  from  Louisiana.  Mrs.  Palazzo  closed  with  this  state- 
ment: “If  you  believe  it,  you  do  it.” 

Olympic  Banner  Project:  Mrs.  Ward  read  a letter  from  Maddy  Miller,  Troy  Conference  asking 
if  Louisiana  Conference  would  like  to  make  a banner  to  be  displayed  at  the  1980  Olympic. 
The  theme  is,  “Body,  mind,  and  spirit  in  relation  to  our  Creator  God.”  It  was  recommended 
that  this  information  be  put  in  the  April  Conference  Newsletter. 
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April  Newsletter:  Articles  that  will  be  featured  in  the  April  newsletter  are: 

School  of  Christian  Mission,  a historian  article  and  a preview  of  the  Annual  Meeting.

Goal  Setting:  Mrs.  Compton  and  Mrs.  Eggerton  led  the  goal  setting.  The  Executive  Committee 
was  divided  up  into  7 groups.  Each  group  discussed  their  goal  and  reported  on  their 
suggestions  as  how  the  goal  could  be  reached.  The  7 goals  are: 

*1.  To  emphasize  communication  through  Conference  and  District  experience  by  having: 

(1)  A Communication-Interpretation  Learning  Experience  at  District  Elected 
Leaders  Training  (DELT)  1979. 

(2)  District  Workshops  with  the  same  emphasis  in  1980. 

Suggestions  from  the  group:  The  word  of  "communication”  is  vague.  What  is  it  trying 
to  say?  Who’s  communicating  what?  What  does  real  communication  involve?  When 
does  real  communication  start?  Perhaps  this  is  why  we  need  this  experience. 

Strategy:  Conference  Event 

(1)  Involve  persons  who  are  qualified  resource  persons  within  and  without  the 
conference— on  planning  and/or  at  DELT. 

Use  our  Regional  Women’s  Division  staff  Lois  Kohler  to  help  structure  and 
lead  the  event. 

Also  in  Nashville  at  the  UMC  Office  of  Communications  are  good  resource 
persons— Diane  Bowden  and  Tom  Nankervis. 

(2)  Assign  preparatory  activities. 

1.  A good  book  on  communication. 

2.  A District  Profile  as  it  relates  to  communication. 

(3)  Begin  early  Communication  with  the  participants— mentioning  what  they  can 
expect  and  what  will  be  expected  of  them. 

(4)  Perhaps  bring  in  a few  extra  participants  from  within  the  conference  who  are 
not  District  Officers  but  who  would  have  expertise  in  areas  of  communication. 
This  would  prepare  those  persons  for  being  leaders  resource  persons  for  the 
following  district  events. 

*11.  To  have  in  implementation  by  December  31,  1980  a membership  plan  emphasizing  the 
the  United  Methodist  Women  organization  as  a caring  and  supportive  community 
interacting  at  all  levels. 

Implementation: 

1)  Survey  geared  to  local  level  dealing  with  problems  found  there,  giving  them 
guidelines  in  how  to  use  the  results  to  help  their  unit.  Turn  these  surveys 
into  district  supportive  community  and  membership  chairperson  who  will 
form  cluster  groups  with  a program  geared  to  help  them  solve  those 
problems. 
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2)  District  Elected  Leader's  Training  could  be  used  to  help  train  women  in 
specific  skills  of  programing  and  survey  reading. 

III.  By  December  31,  1979  to  have  communicated  the  PURPOSE  and  true  image  of  the 
United  Methodist  Women  organization,  including  financial  responsibilities,  to  the  total 
Church  at  Conference,  District,  and  Local  levels.

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Vic®  President’s  report  - Mrs.  Brock  gave  the  progress  on  the  seven  goals  adopted  by  the 

Conference  Executive  Committee  on  February  10,  1979: 

1.  Emphasize  communication  - Janet  Hoffpauir  reported  District  Elected  Leadership  Train- 
ing will  be  held  Nov.  2-3,  1979,  at  Pineville  First  United  Methodist  Church,  with  special 
leadership  by  Lois  Kohler  and  Carolyn  Pitts.  Communication  and  interpretation  will  be 
special  emphases.  It  is  hoped  groundwork  can  be  laid  at  DELT  for  Districts  to  have 
workshops  in  1980. 

2.  Membership  Plan  - Mary  Lou  Blakeman  reported  a meeting  of  the  expanded  Conference 
Membership  Committee  (Membership  Chps.  and  M.C.’s  for  Supportive  Community!  was 
held  in  Bunkie,  April  7,  1979,  chaired  by  Mary  Lou  and  Jessie  Chastain.  A two-part  plan 
was  adopted:  (1)  to  implement  the  1979-80  goal  (“to  have  100%  of  our  units  having 
membership  chairpersons.”)  by  having  a display/attention  center  at  School  and  Annual 
Meeting,  making  a presentation  at  Annual  Meetings  of  Conference  and  Districts  “Share 
Your  Umbrella”,  using  the  winter  “Newsletter”  for  membership  emphasis  and  survey,  and 
presenting  all  units  with  membership  chairperson  a certificate  at  Annual  Meeting  1980; 
and  (2)  to  continue  emphasis  into  1980-81  by  using  these  chairpersons  in  a united  pro- 
gram of  membership  expansion,  which  has  as  its  basis,  the  caring  of  people. 

3.  U.M.W.  IMAGE  - Amy  Ward  announced  meeting  of  that  Task  Group,  March  1,  1979,  when 
plans  were  made  for  a presentation  at  Annual  Conference  and  for  later  means  of  implemen- 
tation. Amy  presented  Bishop  Shamblin  a special  membership  pin  (and  certificate)  at 
Annual  Conference.  A display  was  set  up,  depicting  UMW  work  through  finance,  program 
resources.  International  Year  of  the  Child,  and  other  concerns,  our  PURPOSE,  etc.  and 
Conference  Newsletters  and  free  materials  were  distributed.  It  is  felt  that  the  Newsletter 
has  been  helpful  in  improving  our  image.  The  presentation  at  Annual  Conference  was  “a 
good  start”,  and  now  other  Ideas  of  implementation  are  in  order,  such  as  Conference/ 
District  Officers  giving  a mini  speech  at  District  Council  on  Ministries  meetings.  Scholar- 
ship for  Annual  Meeting,  Women’s  Day  in  Local  Churches,  etc.  It  was  recommended  by 
the  Program  Committee  that  this  Task  Group  meet  again  and  continue  to  function:  this 
was  voted  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  READING  PROGRAM  - Audrey  Milo  and  Gloria  Chapman,  chairpersons,  reported  the 
brochure  for  the  Reading  Program  will  be  distributed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  1979,  at  which 
time  each  Local  Unit  will  receive  a brochure  and  be  encouraged  to  undertake  a reading 
program.  Local  Units  qualifying  for  certification  will  be  recognized  with  certificates  at  the 
1980  Conference  Annual  Meeting.  A questionnaire  will  be  sent  out  in  December,  1979. 

5.  CHARTER  IMPLEMENTATION  — E.  Mae  Calvin  reported  meeting  of  the  Task  Group 
November  4,  1978.  The  six  recommendations  made  to  the  Conference  Executive  Committee 
at  Feb.  Mid-Year  Meeting  were  being  implemented:  “U.N.  Covenant  on  Human  Rights” 
and  the  birthday  cake  were  being  circulated;  Cultural  Heritage  Emphasis  would  be  a 
feature  of  the  1979  School,  Annual  Meetings  of  Conference  and  Districts;  the  “Charter” 
was  presented  to  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  Board  of  Church  and 
Society  and  also  Conference  Committee  on  Religion  and  Race.  It  was  reported  the  March 
1979  Consultation  on  Racism  was  poorly  promoted  and  not  well  attended. 

Fran  Hall,  Chairperson  of  Cultural  Heritage  Emphasis  Task  Group,  reported  meeting  held 
March  1,  when  plans  were  made  to  implement  this  Emphasis  at  1979  School,  pointing  up 
French,  Spanish,  Native  American,  and  Black  cultures  through  means  of  displays,  prayer, 
music,  costume,  fun-night,  art,  etc.  Emphasis  will  be  continued  at  Conference/District 
Annual  Meetings. 

6.  Child  Advocacy  - Johnnye  Butler  (chairing  International  Year  of  the  Child)  reported  in 
absence  of  Mary  Adele  Compton,  Chairperson.  A meeting  was  held  May  4,  1979.  This  goal 
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is  being  initiated  and  focused  on  lYC,  especially  since  this  is  “The  Year  of  the  Child”.  A 
display  was  made  at  the  Annual  Conference.  Plans  for  emphasizing  lYC  at  the  School 
included  posters  first-timer  favors,  lYC  emblems,  and  lollipops  at  fun-night.  A special 
presentation  on  lYC  will  be  feature  at  Annual  Meeting.  The  1980  January  Newsletter  will 
carry  suggestions  for  Local  Units. 

7.  Law  of  the  Sea  - Margaret  Bryan  and  Amy  Ward  feel  this  goal  needs  one  big,  final  push 
with  a communication  going  to  District  Presidents  reminding  them  of  the  goal  and 

suggested  resource  persons  and  materials. 

Mrs.  Brock  reported  on  the  four  events: 

1.  Conference  Retreat  - Helen  Brock,  Task  Group  Chairperson,  reported  149  women 
attended  the  retreat  at  Biloxi  Seashore  Methodist  Assembly  March  23-25,  1979.  Lois 
Kohler  and  Faye  Matthews  were  the  leaders  and  Rev.  Carole  Cotton-Winn  the  com- 
munion celebrant.  33  women  participated  through  “at-home-retreat”.  129  Evaluations 
rated  the  retreat  very  high,  revealed  major  weaknesses  as  “more  quiet  time,  more 
personal  time,  quality  of  food,  too  little  time  for  study,  needed  a nurse”,  and  recorded 
major  strengths  as  “planning,  reflection  time,  speakers,  programming,  variety,  the 
location,  gathered  silence,  and  openness”. 

The  Committee  on  Program  recommended  that  another  Conference  Retreat  be  held  in 
1983,  taking  into  consideration  time  should  be  left  for  other  major  events  during  the 
quadrennium  and  that  the  Assembly  would  be  held  in  1982.  The  Conference  Executive 
Committee  voted  to  hold  another  Conference  Retreat  in  1981.

Guidelines 

1.  The  bulk  mailing  permit  must  be  secured  in  the  town/city  from  which  the  paper  is 
to  be  mailed.

Dr.  and  Mrs.  D.  L.  Dykes  hosted  the  Thursday  evening  executive  committee  dinner  in 
their  home  at  623  Oakhill  Drive,  Shreveport,  La.  71106.  A basket  of  flowers  was  given  to  each 
one  by  the  Shreveport  District  Officers. 

Appointments:  Mrs.  Ward  appointed  Mrs.  Stinson  and  Mrs.  Carruth  to  examine  the  minutes, 
Mrs.  Dameron  as  Parliamentary  Advisor  for  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  Mrs.  Palazzo  as  chair- 
person of  election. 

Finance:  Mrs.  Hoffpauir  made  a motion  that  the  printing  of  the  Heritage  Candle  book  be 
taken  from  money  sent  in  for  the  Heritage  Candle.  Motion  passed. 

Mrs.  Hoffpauir  stated  that  the  Lake  Charles  District  had  asked  for  $100.00  for  their  1979 
budget  to  itinerate  their  district.  Mrs.  Hoffpauir  moved  that  the  conference  give  Lake  Charles 
District  the  money.  Motion  carried.

Executive 
Committee  meeting  pages  2,  3,  and  4. 

Of  the  seven  goals  adopted  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  February  10,  two  were 
chosen  as  top  priorities: 

1.  Emphasize  communication  through  Conference  and  District  experience  by  having: 

(1)  A Communication-Interpretation  Learning  Experience  at  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training  (DELT)  1979. 

(2)  District  Workshops  with  the  same  emphasis  in  1980. 

2.  Have  in  implementation  by  December  31,  1980  a membership  plan  emphasizing  the 
United  Methodist  Women  organization  as  a caring  and  supportive  community  inter- 
acting at  all  levels. 
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Both  of  these  goals  are  being  implemented  very  well,  with  Janet  Hoffpauir  and  Estelle 
Dameron  giving  excellent  leadership  to  plans  for  the  District  Elected  Leaders  Training 
scheduled  for  November  2-3  at  Pineville  First  United  Methodist  Church  and  with  Mary  Lou 
Blakeman  giving  good  leadership  in  our  membership  plan,  which  she  initiated  at  School  of 
Christian  Mission  in  July  and  which  she  continues  at  this  Annual  Meeting  with  the  member- 
ship emphasis  presentation  “Share  Your  Umbrella”. 

The  five  other  goals  are  progressing  well  too,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Program  I would  like  to  urge  each  member  of  this  Executive  Committee  to  keep  these  goals 
before  you  in  your  line  of  work  and  promote  and  support  them  every  way  possible. 

I would  like  to  thank  those  who  are  chairing  Task  Groups  and  giving  top  leadership  to 
the  total  program  of  our  Conference.  I know  all  of  you  want  to  join  me  in  thanking  Mary 
Ellen  Gardner  for  the  excellent  and  diligent  attention  she  has  given  to  chairing  our  Task 
Group  on  Annual  Meeting  Program.  This  has  been  a unique  year  for  planning  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  it  has  required  special  attention  in  many  ways,  and  Mary  Ellen  and  her  Committee 
have  done  a superb  job!  We  look  forward  now  to  participating  in  the  celebration  of  our 
hundred  years  in  mission  as  a women’s  organization. 

The  theme  of  our  meeting  presents  a real  challenge  for  our  Committee  on  Program 
as  we  move  on  from  this  year  to  next  year  and  try  to  plan  effectively  for  the  beginning  of  a 
second  century  in  mission.” 

Mrs.  Brock  announced  that  the  “State  Satellite  Seminar  of  the  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women  will  be  held  at  the  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church,  204  Chester  Street, 
Alexandria,  La.,  November  17,  1979  from  9:30  to  3:00. 

Annual  Meeting;  Mrs.  Gardner  gave  the  committee  last  minute  instructions  for  the  Annual 
Meeting.  The  committee  thanked  Mrs.  Gardner  for  all  the  work  that  had  gone  into  this  Annual 
Meeting. 

Child  Advocacy  Task  Group:  Mrs.  Eggerton  reported  that  there  were  brochures  on  “Child 
Advocacy”  at  the  display  in  the  Mission  Festival. 

Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission;  Mrs.  Carruth,  Dean  reported  a very  outstanding 
school  with  very  capable  teachers.  There  was  an  attendance  of  350.  There  were  228  women 
for  the  week-day  and  102  women  for  the  week-end  school.  The  offering  of  $467.00  was  sent 
to  the  Red  Bird  Mission  in  Kentucky. 

National  Seminar:  Mrs.  Hoffpauir  reported  that  Lueburde  Myers  and  Melannie  Scott-Welch 
attended  the  seminar  with  her  in  Lincoln,  Neb.  The  Women’s  Division  presented  issues  to 
the  delegates  to  get  their  ideas  and  feelings  on  them. 

Mrs.  Hoffpauir  stated  that  we  need  to  think  deeper  on  the  Racial  Charter.  A new 
phrase  “People  of  color”  was  used.  Many  more  eye  openers  were  discussed.  A detailed 
report  will  be  given  at  a later  date. 

Women’s  Division  Meeting:  Mrs.  Hoffpauir  was  elected  representative  to  be  a guest  of  the 
Women’s  Division  meeting  being  held  in  Philadelphia  on  October  12-15,  1979.  The  reason 
for  this  invitation  is:  “It  is  important  to  restate  that  the  intent  of  this  is  to  provide  an 
additional  opportunity  of  learning  to  the  conferences.

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JOURNAL  OF  THE  SIXTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 

of  the  United  Methodist  Women 
Louisiana  Conference 
Shreveport,  Louisiana 
September  21  - 22,  1979 
“100th  Anniversary  Celebration” 

The  Sixth  Annua!  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  was 
covened  at  1:00  p.m.  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Shreveport, 
Louisiana,  with  President,  Mrs.  Truman  Ward,  presiding. 

The  Banner  Processional,  composed  of  women  attired  in  dresses  representing  various 
periods  of  the  past  100  years,  moved  down  the  aisles  of  the  sanctuary  and  remained 
momentarily  before  the  assembly.  The  banners,  which  were  made  by  the  districts,  depicted 
the  many  different  names  of  the  organizations  by  which  Methodist  Women  have  been  known. 
Afterward,  the  banners  were  placed  around  the  sanctuary. 

Worship  Meditation:  The  worship  leaders  were  Rev.  Marie  Palmer  Williams  and  Rev.  Carol 
Susan  Winn.  The  following  proclamation  of  Purpose  was  repeated  together: 

‘We  are  here  to  celebrate  the  Heritage  we  share  as  United  Methodist  Women.  A Heritage 
that  has  its  beginnings  deep  in  the  past  with  the  women  who  have  gone  before  us.  We 
celebrate  their  vision  and  commitment,  born  100  years  ago.  That  marked  a new  day  for 
the  involvement  of  women  in  the  ministry  of  the  church.  We  acknowledge  this  day  to  be 
a turning  point  and  a new  beginning  for  our  commitment  and  presence  in  Christian 
Ministry.  And  together  we  search  for  a new  vision  and  a fresh  understanding  of  our 
shared  purpose,  our  common  goals,  and  our  calling  forward  into  God’s  future.  Amen!” 

The  Heritage  Candle  was  lit  in  memory  and  honor  of  over  6600  women  for  outstanding 
service.  Money  received  was  $6,636.  All  the  names  of  the  women  being  honored  were 
printed  in  a booklet.  The  candle  was  to  burn  one  minute  for  each  dollar  sent  in.  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Dameron  led  the  assembly  in  prayer.  A great  feeling  of  thankfulness  for  those  women  being 
honored  was  felt  by  the  women  present. 

“At  the  End  of  One  Hundred  Years”  Mrs.  Ward,  President 

To  be  alive  in  such  an  age— 

To  live  in  it— To  give  in  it! 

Give  thanks  with  all  thy  flaming  heart— 

Crave  but  to  be  a part. 

Give  thanks  and  clasp  thy  heritage— 

To  be  alive  in  such  an  age! 

This  poem  from  Today  by  Agela  Morgan  was  taken  from  a 1965  address  by  our  own  Estelle 
Dameron.  This  poem  expresses  my  feelings  for  today  for  it  is  an  exciting  age  to  be  alive— an 
age  of  change  and  of  challenge.  Through  more  than  a century  of  missionary  activity  the 
proclamation  of  the  gospel  has  been  central  in  our  women’s  work  even  though  in  this  priod 
methods  of  proclamation  have  changed.  Our  understanding  or  ourselves  and  of  persons  in 
other  countries  has  changed.  The  world  situation  and  governments  change  daily.  The 
kinds  of  problems  facing  women  in  mission  and  the  church  have  changed,  but  basic 
attitudes,  basic  behavior,  and  basic  needs  of  humanity  have  not  changed.  The  need  for  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  same— yesterday,  today,  and  forever. 

Today  we  celebrate  a century  of  commitment — one  hundred  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
Christ  and  to  His  message  of  love.  We  celebrate  not  only  an  ending  but  also  a beginning.  We 
look  forward  to  the  future  as  we  give  thanks  for  our  precious  heritage. 
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More  than  4 years  ago  I was  asked  to  serve  as  Conference  President  of  United  Methodist 
Women.  I was  completely  stunned~an  impossible  task!  Yet  I remembered  having  prayed 
that  “adoor  of  service  would  be  opened,”  for  me  as  I concluded  my  district  work.  I was  not 
prepared  for  such  a large  door.  I identified  with  Moses  who  protested  when  God  called  him 
to  go  to  Egypt— “Who  am  I?  How  can  I do  this  thing  you  call  me  to  do?  Oh  Lord,  send,  I pray 
some  other  person.”  Moses  and  i became  close  friends  for  several  weeks  as  1 searched 
for  my  own  personal  “burning  bush.” 

One  evening  I opened  my  church  school  book  to  prepare  for  the  lesson  and  there  from  the 
page  leaped  my  “burning  bush.”  (Duet.  31:7-8)  “Be  strong  and  of  good  courage — it  is  the 
Lord  who  goes  before  you.  He  will  be  with  you.  He  will  not  forsake  you.  Do  not  fear  or  be 
dismayed.”  This  was  my  answer.  He  would  not  only  be  with  me  but  would  go  before  me. 
How  could  1 refuse  to  go? 

As  God  went  before  Moses  and  Joshua,  Ruth  and  Naomi,  the  prophets  of  the  old  testament 
and  the  disciples  of  the  new,  so  he  goes  before  us.  He  prepared  the  way  for  the  women  of 
our  mission  organization  who  were  willing  to  take  that  first  step  in  faith.  We  continue  the 
journey  of  faith.  I would  like  for  us  to  reflect  for  several  minutes  on  our  journey  together  these 
last  four  years.  Our  journey  through  the  Purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women  began  as  the 
conference  executive  committee  sought  “To  know  God  and  to  experience  freedom  as  whole 
persons  through  Jesus  Christ”  by  sharing  experiences  in  the  “Workbook  of  Living  Prayer.” 
Our  top  priority  became  “A  deeper,  personal  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ.”  Two  separate 
resource  leaflets  were  prepared  and  distributed  to  all  local  units.  Ten  covenant  prayer  groups 
were  formed  and  all  districts  held  annual  retreats.  Local  participation  in  “The  Call  to 
Prayer  and  Self-denial”  was  greater  than  ever  and  a combined  offering  of  $36,067.69  (to  date) 
was  given.  The  emphasis  continued  through  last  Annual  Meeting  with  the  theme  “Ye  Shall 
be  My  Witnesses”  and  culminated  in  our  First  Conference  wide  retreat  held  at  Seashore 
Assembly  in  Biloxi,  Mississippi.  This  retreat  led  by  Lois  Kohler  and  Fay  Matthews,  was 
indeed  a mountain  top  experience  for  the  150  women  attending. 

We  were  strengthened  along  our  journey  as  we  shared  communion  with  9000  other  United 
Methodist  Women  at  Assembly  in  Louisville,  Kentucky  and  we  were  inspired  by  bible  study 
led  by  Dr.  Albert  von  den  Heuvel.  There  were  many  opportunities  in  each  year’s  School  of 
Christian  Mission  to  grow  in  knowledge  and  experience  of  God.  It  is  our  challenge  as  Christian 
women  in  an  organized  effort  in  mission  to  understand  that  the  Christian  faith  calls  us  to  be 
truly  in  the  world  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  understand  that  we  do  not  succeed  by  our  own 
efforts  but  in  and  by  the  grace  of  God.  Jesus  went  into  the  wilderness,  not  to  withdraw  from 
the  world  but  to  decide  how  to  live  in  the  world.  His  ministry  put  him  right  in  with  the  people. 
There  he  ministered  to  their  physical  suffering  as  well  as  their  spiritual  thirst. 

Our  mountain  top  experiences  and  refreshing  moments  of  quiet,  prayer  and  meditation  send 
us  out  into  the  world  to  minister  in  His  name.  We  can  but  follow  for  He  has  gone  before  us 
and  prepared  the  way. 

Our  journey  continues  as  we  seek  to  be  a creative,  supportive  fellowship.  We  notice  along 
the  road  women  in  the  fields  planting  and  harvesting,  some  with  children  on  their  backs  and 
we  know  this  is  back-breaking,  painful  toil.  Women  are  the  world’s  major  food  producers  and 
preparers  and  rural  women  should  be  the  key  factor  in  plans  aimed  at  solving  the  world 
food  crisis.  We  supported  our  sisters  through  the  “Women  in  Rural  Development  Fund”  by 
sending  $5,553.64.  Projects  focusing  on  land  reform,  adequate  water  supply  systems,  food 
production  and  marketing,  and  many  other  programs  will  be  supported  through  this  quadrenial 
emphasis  fund. 

By  participating  in  the  Assembly  offering,  sending  $1700.00,  we  enable  women  to  move  into 
the  new  age  through  such  programs  as  the  residential  program  for  recently  released  womem 
prisoners  in  New  York  or  the  Knitting  Service  program  in  Burma  designed  to  provide  training 
so  women  can  earn  a living. 
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Several  paths  came  together  as  representatives  attended  the  National  and  State  Assemblies 
of  Church  Women  United  and  the  National  and  Regional  meetings  of  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women.  The  Regional  meeting  was  chaired  by  Elizabeth  Thomas  of  our  conference. 

We  know  our  supportive  fellowship  is  world-wide  and  we  encouraged  others  to  join  us 
through  a Membership  Motivation  Workshop  led  by  Rita  Barto  of  Pennsylvania.  This 
emphasis  continues  as  we  work  together  to  increase  our  membership  by  at  least  10%. 

We  have  worked  closely  with  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  chaired  by 
Lottie  Palazzo,  a member  of  the  executive  committee,  and  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
become  informed  in  such  issued  as  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment.  We  recognize  and 
support  our  sisters  in  the  ordained  and  diaconal  ministries. 

We  appreciate  the  women  from  among  our  fellowship  receiving  special  recognition  or  elected 
to  leadership  positions.  Estelle  Dameron  was  chosen  “Valiant  Woman  of  the  Year”  by  Church 
Women  United  of  Louisiana.  Ruth  Carter  was  one  of  the  major  contributors  to  the  newly 
published  book  “To  a Higher  Glory”,  the  history  of  black  women  in  mission.  One  of  our 
members,  Dorothy  Mae  Taylor,  was  a state  representative.  Many  were  elected  to  serve  on 
boards  and  agencies  such  as  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation,  Louisiana  Interchurch 
Foundation,  United  Methodist  Foundation,  Dulac  Community  Center,  MacDonell  Children’s 
Services,  People’s  Community  Center,  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center,  Children’s  Home  in 
Ruston,  Methodist  Home  Hospital  in  New  Orleans,  Lafon  Home,  Methodist  Hospital,  and 
many  others  in  church  and  community. 

We  were  pleased  to  have  women  elected  to  the  delegation  to  General  Conference  and 
Jurisdictional  Conference  in  1976  and  1980.  A very  special  vote  of  thanks  goes  to  Mary 
Adele  Compton  for  serving  so  faithfully  on  the  Women’s  Division.  We  appreciate  all  that  she 
has  done. 

Our  journey  continues  through  the  country  side  and  cities  as  we  “Expand  concepts  of 
mission  through  participation  in  the  global  ministries  of  the  church.”  There  were  many 
opportunities  for  individuals  to  grow  in  understanding  of  what  it  means  to  be  a Christian  in 
today’s  world.  New  Officer  Training  for  conference  officers  affords  an  opportunity  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  the  purpose  of  the  Women’s  Division  and  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries.  Each  year  District  Elected  Leaders’  Training  gives  more  than  100  district  officers 
an  opportunity  to  become  well  equiped  and  informed  leaders.  Last  year  was  our  first  over 
night  session  and  it  was  well  received.  Another  is  planned  this  year  and  will  feature  a 
communication  learning  experience. 

Other  opportunities  for  participation  were:  the  Inter-conference  District  Leaders’  Training, 
(Ms)  the  President’s  Consultation  (TX),  Leadership  Development  Experience  (OK),  Seminar  on 
Human  Rights  (NY),  Economic  Justice  Seminar  (NY),  International  Year  of  the  Child— Child 
Advocacy  (NY),  Regional  Training  Event  COSROW/WD,  (CO),  National  Division/Women’s 
Division,  (TX),  National  Seminar  (NB),  Regional  Consultative  Committee  and  Jurisdiction 
Core  Planning  Group.  Persons  attending  these  events  are  channels  for  information  and 
inspiration  to  the  conference  program. 

Representatives  attended  two  Seminars  on  Law  of  the  Sea  and  this  became  a major  emphasis 
of  the  Conference  as  we  encourage  district  and  local  programs  and  action  throughout  the 
church  on  this  vital  issue. 

Another  first  for  our  conference  was  a Legislative  Training  Event  designed  to  motivate  and 
enable  women  to  effect  change  through  the  legislative  process.  Several  districts  held 
similar  events. 
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Meeting  the  needs  of  children  has  always  been  a prime  concern,  as  evidenced  by  the  many 
hospitals,  schools,  homes  and  day  care  centers  established  by  this  organization.  The 
Task  Force  on  Child  Advocacy  has  developed  specific  procedures  for  continuing  participation 
of  all  members  in  this  emphasis. 

The  Charter  of  Racial  Justice  Policies  was  ratified  by  the  Conference  at  the  last  Annual 
Meeting.  Ratification  is  the  first  step  in  implementation  and  refers  the  Charter  to  districts 
and  local  units  for  their  consideration.  Ratification  provides  growth  through  struggle  as  each 
part  of  the  organization  studies  and  votes.  Sometimes  the  journey  is  difficult.  Seven  of  the 
nine  districts  ratified  the  Charter  and  the  eighth  presentated  it  to  their  local  units  for  study. 
To  date  66  units  have  ratified  the  Charter,  27  voted  against  ratification.  The  target  date  is 
March  1980  and  local  units  are  urged  to  continue  study  and  implementation  of  the  Charter. 

The  United  Methodist  Women  Image  Task  Group  treated  us  to  a display  at  Annual  Conference 
interpreting  the  Purpose  and  including  study  material,  resources,  financial  responsibilities 
and  involvement  in  issues.  A membership  pin  was  presented  to  Bishop  Shamblin  and  three 
books  were  presented  to  the  conference  library. 

Conference  and  District  Finance  Workshops  helped  us  become  better  stewards  and  under- 
stand the  importance  of  our  pledge  to  missions.  Each  year  we  overpaid  our  pledge  and  this 
year  sent  nearly  $175,000.00  as  undesignated  giving.  The  emphasis  on  undesignated  giving 
is  essential  and  represents  nearly  40%  of  the  total  budget  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 
It  frees  projects  to  be  in  ministry  without  having  to  compete  with  one  another  for  funds.  A 
program  of  mission  interpretation  is  vital! 

Regional  and  Conference  Schools  of  Christian  Mission  continue  as  our  most  vital  link  in 
expanding  concepts  of  mission.  Almost  1300  persons  attended  our  conference  school  this 
quadrenium  and  were  offered  the  opportunity  for  serious  study  of  what  it  means  to  be  a 
Christians  together  in  mission.  Sometimes  the  journey  is  rocky  as  we  confront  issues  and 
realities.  Weeds  of  fear  cause  us  concern,  but  many  times  the  liberating  “word”  comes  to  us 
in  the  midst  of  our  struggles,  painfully  allowing  us  to  grow. 

To  encourage  a greater  depth  of  study  an  “Excellence  of  Studies  Special  Recognition  Plan” 
was  developed  and  each  year  more  local  units  have  participated  receiving  the  certificate  of 
recognition. 

1979  brings  a new  “Reading  Program  Plan”  designed  to  make  us  better  informed  and  aware 
of  the  world  situation  and  the  needs  of  people  everywhere.  Brochures  will  be  distributed 
today  explaining  this  program.  “Response”  and  “New  World  Outlook”  continue  as  our  best 
investment  in  keeping  up  with  the  lastest  involvement  of  women  in  mission. 

A new  Conference  Newsletter  debuted  this  quadrenium  intending  to  strengthen  communica- 
tion throughout  the  membership  and  keep  us  well  informed.  This  is  sent  to  all  local  officers, 
pastors,  district  and  conference  executive  committee  members  and  other  designated  persons. 
If  you  are  one  of  these  persons  and  do  not  receive  the  newsletter,  see  that  your  name  is  sent 
to  the  district  secretary. 

Many  roads  have  come  together  over  a century  to  bring  us  to  this  place  in  history.  This  last 
decade,  four  paths  have  joined  from  the  former  Conference  A and  B and  the  Women’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Now  as  United  Methodist  Women  we  are 
on  one  road  leading  into  our  second  century  of  service.  We  stand  on  the  threshold  of  to- 
morrow. 
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It  takes  just  one  small  step  in  faith 
To  begin  an  adventure  with  God. 

The  road  may  be  smooth  or  rocky, 

And  verdant  or  barren  the  sod. 

But  oh,  my  sisters  you  must  take  that  step. 

For  you  stand  on  the  edge  of  time  - 
A new  century  opens  her  doors  to  you  - 
Won’t  you  put  your  hand  in  mine? 

For  it  is  the  Lord  who  goes  before  you. 

Do  not  fear  or  feel  dismay  - 
Be  strong  and  of  good  courage. 

He’ll  be  with  you  all  the  way. 

Following  Mrs.  Ward’s  address  the  assembly  sang  “Lead  on  O King  Eternal.” 

Words  of  welcome  were  extended  to  everyone  by  Dr.  D.  L.  Dykes,  Pastor  of  First  Church; 
Rev.  James  W.  Moore,  Associate  Pastor  of  First  Church;  Mrs.  Frank  Bright,  President  of 
First  Church  United  Methodist  Women;  and  Mrs.  Harvey  L.  Carter,  President  of  Shreveport 
District. 

Appointment  of  Committees:  Mrs.  Stinson  and  Mrs.  Carruth  were  appointed  to  examine  the 
minutes.  Mrs.  Dameron  as  Parliamentary  Advisor,  and  Mrs.  Palazzo  as  chairperson  of  election.

Report  of  Constitution,  Bylaws,  Standing  Rules:  Mrs.  Dameron,  Conference  Chairperson  of 
Committee  on  Constitution,  Bylaws,  Standing  Rules,  presented  the  changes  and  moved  their 
adoption.  The  amendments  which  were  adopted  are  as  follows: 

The  Local  Unit 

The  following  amendment  was  approved  by  the  Women’s  Division  and  is  given  here  for 
information: 

Article  II,  Section  4,  Par.  6 (unnumbered)  (W.D.,  pg.  7) 

Amend  by  substituting  the  word  "District”  for  the  word  "conference”.  The  paragraph 
will  then  read: 

Send  to  the  district  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  alt  funds,  including 
local  funds,  as  approved  by  the  auditing  committee  of  the  local  church. 
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United  Methodist  Women  in  the  District  Bylaws 
Article  11,  Section  9,  A (W.D.,  pg.  29) 

Amend  by  deleting  the  last  sentence  of  the  paragraph  and  adding  the  following  new 
sentence  and  new  paragraph; 

The  title  of  an  associate  treasurer  shall  be  Associate  Treasurer  for  Financial  Interpreta- 
tion, and  her  duties  shall  be  limited  to  financial  interpretation  and  promotion. 

When  this  office  is  created,  a job  description  shall  be  written  and  given  to  the  District 
Committee  on  Nominations.  (See  Manual  for  Treasurers  for  suggestions,  pgs.  36-38.)  An 
Associate  Treasurer  for  Financial  Interpretation  shall  be  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  Committee  on  Program. 

Section  9,  A will  then  read: 

The  District  Executive  Committee,  upon  evaluation  of  district  needs  and  the  responsibilities 
of  the  treasurer,  may  create  an  office  of  associate  treasurer.  The  title  of  an  associate 
treasurer  shall  be  Associate  Treasurer  for  Financial  Interpretation,  and  her  duties  shall  be 
limited  to  financial  interpretation  and  promotion. 

When  this  office  is  created,  a Job  description  shall  be  written  and  given  to  the  district 
Committee  on  Nominations.  (See  Manual  for  Treasurers  for  suggestions,  pgs.  36-38.)  An 
Associate  Treasurer  for  Financial  Interpretation  shail  be  a member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  Committee  on  Program. 

Article  IV,  Section  1,  A (W.D.,  pg.  31)

Amend  Section  1,  A by  inserting  the  words  “chairperson  of  the  committee  on  member- 
ship” after  the  words  “secretary  of  program  resources”. 

Section  1,  A will  then  read: 

MEMBERSHIP— The  committee  shall  include  the  vice  president  as  chairperson,  the  president, 
the  treasurer,  the  secretary,  the  four  mission  coordinators,  the  secretary  of  program  re- 
sources, the  chairperson  of  the  committee  on  membership,  and  others  as  the  Executive 
Committee  may  determine. 

Article  IV,  Section  4 (La.,  pg.  15) 

Amend  Section  4 by 

1.  Deleting  the  phrase  “who  shall  be  elected  on  the  basis  of  the  size  and  membership 
distribution  of  the  conference  organization”  and  substituting  the  following:  “Each  of  the 
nine  districts  shall  have  one  representative  on  the  committee  which. . .”

No  member  of  the  committee  shall  hold  any 
other  office  in  the  organization  beyond  the  local  unit,  but  at  least  four  (4)  members  of  the 
committee  shall  have  served  in  a district  and/or  conference  office.  The  chairperson  shall  be  a 
member  serving  her  second  or  third  year  on  the  committee. 

Article  V,  Section  2,  A,  1 by  inserting,  in  the  first  sentence  the  words,  “including  the  chair- 
person”, after  the  words  “nine  (9)  persons.” 

The  sentence  will  then  read; 

The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine(9)  persons,  including  the  chairperson,  and  shall  be 
elected  by  the  conference  organization.

The  chairperson  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  Status  and  Role  of  Women  shall  be 
invited  to  become  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  United  Methodist  Women, 
with  vote,  if  she  is  not  already  a member. 

e.  Add  a new  Standing  Rule  #6  to  read  as  follows: 

There  shall  be  an  Editor-Public  Relations  Coordinator,  to  be  appointed,  on  a two  year 
basis,  by  the  president  and  confirmed  by  the  Executive  Committee.

Quiet  Reflection:  The  following  reflective  thoughts  were  given  by  Miss  Arlene  Tyler. 

“Life  is  so  crowded  everyday.  It  takes  great  effort  to  step  aside  and  just  watch— think— 
reflect.  But  let  us  step  out  and  reflect  on  our  mission  in  the  Women’s  Work. 

Our  first  reflection  shows  a small  group  of  women— older  women— quietly  studying  the 
heroes  of  the  Mission  Field,  quilting,  refurnishing  the  parsonage,  feeding  the  Lion’s  Club, 
sitting  in  great  meditation  and  prayer,  ministering  to  the  sick  and  needy. 

In  quietness  and  confidence  was  their  strength  and  may  it  be  ours.  This  is  the  backbone 
and  heritage  of  Methodist  Women’s  Work  in  Louisiana.  (Let  us  pause  to  give  thanks  for 
these.) 

As  we  continue  our  reflection  we  see  a larger  group  of  women— perhaps  younger— more 
active— their  world  is  larger— outreach  greater— active  in  all  areas  of  the  organized  church- 
in  civic  and  political  world  in  which  they  live.  ‘They  that  wait  on  the  Lord  shall  renew  their 
strength.’ 

Look!  In  the  quiet  and  beauty  of  a chapel  or  the  outdoor  cathedral  of  our  world,  we 
find  women  in  meditation  and  prayer  and  Christian  Fellowship.  It  is  a district  retreat  in  which 
the  women  are  seeking  and  praying:  ‘Create  in  me  a clean  heart,  O God,  and  renew  a right 
spirit  within  me.’ 

As  we  continue  in  reflection  it  is  almost  midnight— a group  of  women  are  seated  around 
a long  table  on  which  there  are  books,  Bible,  Annual  Report,  copies  of  past  programs— the 
women  are  tired,  weary,  sleepy — but  determined  to  finish  the  task  to  a certain  point.  It  is  the 
Conference  Committee  gathered  together,  praying,  planning  and  working. 

Our  next  reflection  is  a hot  one— loads  are  heavy— but  women  are  gathering  to  live 
dormitory  style— greetings,  laughter  fill  the  air— rushing  to  browse  in  the  literature  room- 
study  displays  catch  the  eye  of  all— it’s  the  School  of  Mission.  Women  meeting  the  challenge 
of:  ‘study  to  show  thyself  approved,  a workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed — rightly 
dividing  the  work  of  truth.’ 

Look  again — buses,  trains,  planes,  cars — converging  to  one  center — banners  waving — 
women — women  everywhere  assembled  to  renew  and  enrich  the  spirit  in  their  hearts  through 
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the  gospel  message,  the  mission  of  the  church,  through  drama,  great  music  of  the  church— 
and  task  groups — thus  at  the  Assembly,  Methodist  Women  continue  with  one  accord  in 
prayer  and  supplication. 

In  reflection,  we  have  seen  Methodist  women  in  local,  district,  conference.  School  of 
Missions  and  the  Assembly — we  continue  in  reflection. . . . 

‘But  this  one  thing  I do,  forgetting  those  things  which  are  behind,  and  reaching  forth 
unto  those  which  are  before. 

I press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ!’”

Taken  from  the  minutes  of  the  Council  Meeting  in  1883  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
Mrs.  Fannie  Aiken,  recording  secretary  of  Woman’s  Home  Missionary  Society  for  30  years, 
wrote  in  1883:  “The  evening  shadows  had  fallen  upon  the  outer  world  and  weariness  had 
fastened  itself  upon  even  the  most  vigorous  members  of  the  Board.  Discussions  had  ceased. 
Papers  were  folded  away.  Sympathetic  eyes  looked  into  each  other  again.  Hand  pressures 
were  given  to  earnest  workers  that  silently,  but  for  more  significantly  than  uttered  thoughts 
from  weary  brains,  showed  that  the  links  of  Christian  love  and  labor,  while  strained  by  the 
peculiar  pressure  of  business  in  a multiplicity  of  embarrassing  detail,  were,  by  the  Grace  of 
Him  whose  we  are,  preserved  in  an  unbroken  chain,  whose  circling  influence  go  out  wider 
and  broader,  in  the  time  to  come,  until  the  shores  of  Eternity  shall  reveal  the  brightness 
diffused  in  darkened  hearts  and  homes  through  the  blessed  agency  of  the  Woman’s  Home 
Missionary  Society.”

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT 

Even  as  our  conference  culminates  a century  of  work  in  His  name,  the  approximately 
eleven  hundred  women  of  the  Alexandria  District  have  faith  in  a greater  tomorrow.  We  are 
increasing  our  pledge  $500,  from  $16,000  to  $16,500.  And  isn’t  faith  what  it’s  all  about— this 
organization  of  United  Methodist  Women.  Faith  in  our  maker  and  faith  in  our  purpose.  The 
women  in  our  thirty-six  units  have  lived  their  faith,  too,  in  their  homes,  their  churches,  their 
towns,  and  in  the  “community  women”  we  have  throughout  the  district. 

When  I went  to  our  district  executive  committee,  however,  and  asked  them  what  I should 
include  in  the  report  for  this  special  occasion,  they  said: 

“Tell  them  about  our  retreats.” 

Well,  we  had  twenty  women  to  attend  the  conference  retreat  in  Biloxi,  Mississippi.  And 
then  there  was  our  district  retreat  in  May.  Forty-seven  women  gathered  at  Camp  Brewer 
under  clear,  blue  skies  to  hear  Mrs.  J.  A.  Stinson  speak  on  “Faith  for  Living”.  The  retreat 
had  been  preceded  by  evening  and  early  morning  meditation  and  fellowship  led  by  Evelyn 
Evans  and  Kathleen  Thom  for  the  district  executive  committee.  And  to  top  it  all  off,  the 
retreat  ended  with  a luncheon  prepared  by  the  United  Methodist  Men’s  president  from 
Natchitoches  First  Church,  Mr.  Raymond  Christensen. 

“And  our  mission  tour.” 

The  bus  left  First  Church,  Pineville,  in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning  and  turned  toward 
New  Orleans  where  we  toured  the  Methodist  Home  Hospital,  a facility  for  battered  and 
abused  children;  and  the  Methodist  Hospital.  The  twenty-three  women  and  two  men  in 
attendance  were  so  touched  by  what  they  saw  and  heard  that  a love  offering  was  sent  to  the 
Home  Hospital  and  one  couple  has  since  applied  to  adopt  an  older  child  from  the  institution. 

“Tell  them,  too,  that  we’re  reading.” 

Six  units  are  participating  in  the  reading  program,  which  is  new  to  our  district  and 
conference,  and  two  have  completed  the  requirements  for  this  year.  First  Church  and 
Trinity  in  Alexandria. 

“And  lastly,  tell  them  that  we  feel  our  district  promotes  younger  women  more  than  the 
other  districts.” 
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We  do  try  to  keep  the  younger  women  interested  by  providing  sitters  at  meetings  and 
involving  them  in  the  School  of  Missions  by  offering  a scholarship  to  attend  for  a young 
woman  under  thirty-five.  And  our  district  executive  committee  has  several  young  women 
seving  as  district  officers. 

Yes,  our  district’s  faith  is  a faith  in  action  and  we’re  looking  forward  to  the  next  hundred 
years  of  work  in  the  name  of  Him  and  United  Methodist  Women.

She  became  ill  in  February,  after  most 
of  the  plans  for  the  year  had  been  completed,  but  of  course  we  missed  her  terribly  as  we 
carried  them  out.  Because  all  of  us  felt  that  Ruth  had  given  us  so  much,  we  decided  to  help 
establish  an  organization  to  honor  her,  The  Ruth  Carter  Auxiliary  to  People’s  Community 
Center. 

Looking  back  over  the  past  year,  we  are  very  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  nearly  half  of 
the  units  attended  at  least  one  District  event,  and  nearly  twenty-five  per  cent  attended  at 
least  one  Conference  event.  Almost  half  of  the  units  had  a program  on  the  International  Year 
of  the  Child,  and  eighty  per  cent  had  at  least  one  of  the  approved  studies  for  this  year  or  last 
year.  About  half  of  the  units  presented  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  to  their  women,  and 
nearly  half  of  those  who  did  approved  it.  The  responses  from  those  units  who  did  not 
approve  it  led  us  to  believe  that  the  women  had  discussed  it  and  considered  their  action 
very  carefully. 

Besides  becoming  more  involved  in  district  activities,  the  local  units  are  getting  together 
in  groups  of  two  or  more  for  special  programs,  one  of  which  was  a drama  celebrating  one 
hundred  years  of  service  to  Louisiana.  Many  of  the  women  are  very  involved  in  service  to 
women  and  children  within  their  own  community.  One  unit  makes  special  plans  to  remember 
disabled  mothers  in  their  own  congregation  on  Mother’s  Day.  Another  unit  prepares 
Children’s  Sermons.  The  women  of  one  unit  do  volunteer  work  at  a local  hospital  as  a 
group,  while  other  units  do  regular  duty  at  local  nursing  homes  or  for  community  charities. 

This  has  been  a year  of  increased  pledges,  increased  service,  and  increased  fellowship 
among  the  women  of  our  district.  As  we  enter  the  eighties  we  are  looking  forward  to 
building  ever  more  upon  this  foundation.

NEW  ORLEANS  • SLIDELL  DISTRICT 

The  New  Orleans  Slidell  District  as  such  has  been  in  existence  for  two  years.  It  is  quite 
different  from  either  of  its  former  counterparts  as  it  merged  metropolitan,  suburban,  and 
rural  areas  with  a twenty-four  four  mile  lake  in  the  middle.

We  feel  we  are  an  inclusive  district — geographically,  economically,  and  racially.  During 
my  tenure  as  president,  one  of  my  district  officers  gave  birth  to  her  first  child  and  another 
celebrate  her  50th  wedding  anniversary.

The  1978  Assembly  of  United  Methodist  Women  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky  was  attended 
by  31  of  our  members.  Five  were  young  women  who  received  scholarships— one  from  the 
conference — four  from  the  district.  A slide  presentation  of  the  Assembly  has  been  carried  to 
many  of  the  units  in  the  New  Orleans  Slidell  District  and  has  really  given  the  “Local  Woman” 
a grasp  of  the  purpose  and  commitment  of  this  great  mission  organization. 


Through  our  District  Annual  Meetings,  District  Retreats,  Schools  of  Christian  Mission, 
and  Elected  Leaders  Training,  we  have  tried  to  provide  opportunities  for  spiritual  growth  and 
leadership  development.  The  network  of  deep  concern  and  support  is  apparent.  We  still  have 
much  to  do — groups  to  motivate  and  units  to  organize!  We  have  learned  that  the  Shepherdess 
program  (as  outlined  in  the  District  Handbook)  is  the  ONLY  way  to  reach  each  and  every 
member.  I am  always  humbled  to  hear  someone  say  “we  didn’t  know  you  would  come  to  our 
meetings.”  We  are  here  to  serve  and  are  constantly  seeking  new  opportunities. 

Over  half  the  units  in  the  district  have  voted  on  the  New  Charter  for  Racial  Justice 
Policies  and  are  approving  it  overwhelmingly.

The  goals  dealt  with 
Membership,  Communication,  “Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies”,  Child  Advocacy,  Law  of 
the  Sea,  the  Reading  Program,  and  our  Image  as  Church  Women  in  mission— as  United 
Methodist  Women. 

Opportunity  for  spiritual  growth,  a basic  and  ongoing  concern,  was  offered  through  a 
Conference-wide  Retreat,  chaired  by  the  Vice  President.  The  event  was  held  at  Seashore 
Methodist  Assembly  in  Biloxi,  Mississippi  with  149  women  attending  and  33  participating 
through  a plan  of  an  “at-home-retreat”.  Leaders  were  Mrs.  Lois  Kohler,  Mrs.  Cecil  Matthews, 
and  Rev.  Carole  Cotton-Winn.  Response  was  so  favorable  that  another  retreat  is  being 
scheduled  for  1981. 

Ecumenical  involvement  included  attendance  by  Mrs.  Robert  Compton,  Mrs.  Truman 
Ward,  and  myself  at  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  Regional  Meeting,  chaired 
by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Thomas,  in  November  1978  at  Mobile,  Alabama.  Plans  are  now  underway 
for  a WFMW  State  Satellite  Seminar  to  be  held  as  a follow-up  on  November  17,  1979,  in 
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Alexandria.  The  three  special  days  observed  by  Church  Women  United  continue  to  provide 
meaningful  ecumenici  participation  by  United  Methodist  Women. 

District/Local  programming  has  nurtured  our  “being  in  mission”  through  mission  tours, 
retreats,  lYC  programs,  Reading  Program  participation,  “Talk-about-School”.  Some  creative 
programming  in  District  events  and  Annual  Meetings  has  been  so  note\«orthy  that  it  will  be 
shared  among  Districts. 

The  culminating  responsibility  of  the  Vice  President  and  the  Committee  on  Program  will 
be  fulfilled  through  the  1979  Conference  Annual  Meeting  program,  being  chaired  by  Mrs. 

The 
theme  “A  Century  of  Commitment  - Go  Ye  Therefore”  will  explore  the  past,  present,  and 
future  through  a drama  depicting  our  100-year  history,  a heritage  candle,  and  issues/answers 
dialogue  with  our  Women’s  Division  President  Mrs.  Jarrett  Gray,  presentations  on  lYC, 
membership,  and  the  Reading  Program,  a “Mission  Festival”,  and  an  address  by  Mrs.  Gray. 

A second  century  of  being  in  mission  even  more  effectively  is  possible  if  a strong  total 
program,  built  on  the  enduring  first  century,  is  provided,  whereby  our  PURPOSE  is  the 
hallmark  of  all  our  endeavors.

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  UNITS 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 

1.  No  new  unit  may  be  officially  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been  sent  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  new  unit  to  the  district  treasurer. 

2.  a.  Support  for  projects  which  are  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  church-at-large  should 

be  as  individual  members  of  the  church  rather  than  through  the  treasuries  of  United 
Methodist  Women. 

b.  It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Women’s  Division  to  release  lists  of  officers  to  any 
organization  or  commercial  firm. 

3.  All  appeals  for  fund  not  included  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  unit  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  (or  the  Executive  Committee  if  there  is  no  Committee  on  Finance) 
for  recommended  action  before  presentation  to  the  local  unit. 

4.  a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization 

on  the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
delegate. 

b.  Membership  if  each  unit  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  current  Annual  Report 
and  Directory,  unless  corrections  are  given  to  the  conference  president  sixty  (60)  days 
in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting.

5.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  on  the 
basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided 
each  unit  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

6.  Elections  shall  be  held  in  September,  and  those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  on 
January  1,  of  the  following  year. 

7.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  local  unit,  or  the  inability  of  the  treasurer 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  unit  shall  be  authorized  and 
empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  (or  the  Executive  Committee,  if  their  is  no 
Administrative  Committee)  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  unit. 
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STANDING  RULES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  ORGANIZATION 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 

1 . Thirty  (30)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization,  each  local  unit 
shall  be  sent  registration  forms  for  the  meeting  and  the  list  of  nominees  for  elected 
leadership  in  the  district  organization. 

2.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  on 
the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  every  unit  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

3.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  shall  be  the 
delegates  from  the  local  units  and  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
district  organization. 

4.  a.  A district  may  be  organized  into  sub-districts  to  facilitate  the  work  of  United  Methodist 

Women  within  the  district.  A sub-district  leader  shall  be  elected  as  part  of  the  district 
elected  leadership. 

b.  The  duties  of  the  sub-district  leader  shall  be  to; 

• maintain  contact,  both  personally  and  in  other  ways  of  communication  with  the  units 
in  her  sub-district; 

• publicize  all  activities  of  the  district; 

• assist  in  organizing  new  units,  in  reactivating  units  which  have  ceased  to  function, 
and  in  assisting  units  where  help  is  needed; 

• preside  over  any  sub-district  meeting  which  may  be  held. 

c.  If  a sub-district  meeting  is  held,  the  District  Executive  Committee  shall  assist  the  sub- 
district leader  in  determining  program  emphases  for  the  meeting. 

d.  If  an  offering  is  taken  at  a sub-district  meeting,  expenses  excluding  refreshments  and/ 
or  flowers,  may  be  deducted  before  remittance  is  made  to  the  district  treasurer. 

e.  The  term  of  office  for  a sub-district  leader  shall  be  the  same  as  for  other  elected  leaders 
in  the  district.  Service  as  a sub-district  leader  shall  not  count  against  tenure.  (See 
District  Handbook  for  United  Methodist  Women,  pg.  9)

5.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  district  organization,  or  the  inability  of  the 
treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  district  organization 
shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  to  draw  and  sign 
checks  on  behalf  of  the  district  organization. 

6.  The  time  between  the  election  of  the  treasurer  and  the  assumption  of  her  duties  shall  be 
a time  of  training  during  which  she  will  work  with  the  incumbent  treasurer,  especially  in 
preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report.  The  treasurer-elect  shall  attend  all  Finance  and 
Executive  Committee  meetings  and  training  events  occuring  during  this  interim  period.
